ORDER 

This  matter  coming  on  for  hearing  on  the  15th  day  of 
October,  1979,  before  this  Board  of  Inquiry,  pursuant  to  the 
appointment  of  Robert  Elgie,  Minister  of  Labour,  dated  the  2  9th 
day  of  May,  1979,  in  the  presence  of  counsel  for  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Commission,  no  one  appearing  for  the  respondent 
although  duly  notified  of  this  hearing,  and  upon  being  advised 
that  the  parties  hereto  had  resolved  their  dispute  and  entered 
into  minutes  of  settlement  in  that  behalf  and  upon  reading  the 
aforesaid  minutes  of  settlement,   filed,  and  upon  further  reading 
the  consent  of  the  parties  to  an  application  to  amend  the  com- 
plaint herein  with  respect  to  the  name  of  the  respondent  thereto, 
filed,  and  upon  hearing  what  was  said  by  counsel  for  the  aforesaid 
Commission,  and  the  matter  now  coming  on  for  judgment: 

1.  IT  IS  ORDERED  that  the  complaint  herein  be  and  the  same 

is  hereby  amended  to  name  as  the  respondent  thereto  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen  in  Right  of  Ontario  by  Her  Servants  and  Agents  in  the 
Ministry  of  Natural  Resources. 
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2.  AND  IT  IS  ORDERED  that  the  respondent  shall  cause  a 
letter  of  assurance  promptly  to  be  written  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  in  the  form  annexed  to  the 
minutes  of  settlement  filed  in  this  proceeding  as  Schedule  "A" 
thereto . 

3.  AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  respondent  do  cause 
a  letter  of  apology  promptly  to  be  written  to  Wendy  McKittrick, 
the  complainant  herein,   in  the  form  annexed  to  the  minutes  of 
settlement  filed  in  this  proceeding  as  Schedule  "B"  thereto. 

4.  AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  respondent  do 
promptly  pay  to  the  said  Wendy  McKittrick  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand 
Dollars  ($3,000.00). 

5.  AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  respondent  do  promptly 
post  and  maintain  in  a  prominent  place  in  the  offices  of  the 
Precambrian  Geology  Section  of  the  Ministry  of  Natural  Resources 
copies  of  the  Declaration  of  Management  Policy  provided  by  the 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  in  the  form  annexed  to  the  minutes 
of  settlement  filed  in  this  proceeding  as  Schedule  "C"  thereto.
